purpose. The milk Itself must be pure 
ind the cows from which milk is taken 
or sale In the city must be healthy. 
t Is also the business of the Inspec- 
or to see that the barns and dairies 
are clean. Those who advocate such 
steps hold that the city authorities 
lovy Inspect the ^laughter houses and 
:hat It Is greately more important that 
;he dairies be kept clean. 
Some complaints are made about the 


milk sold in the city. It is claimed 
that dairymen are dally milking cows 
\vhich are diseased so that the milk 
s unfit for use. These dairymen per- 
uips are unconscious of the circum- 
stances but the fact remains just t the 
same. Jt Is further claimed that many 
jf the dairies where milks cows are 
cept ure unclean and unhealthy.

BRITT 18 STRONG ON TALK. 


Thinks That Excepting Brilt, Young 


Corbett Is The (greatest Ever. 
St. Louis, June 25.—"Jimmy" Brltt, 


conqueror of "Young Corbett," will give 
that fighter a chance to regain his 
lost laurels some time before the close 
or the present year. 
Britt says that Corbett cannot stay 


fifteen rounds with him In the next 
battle. 
. 
At San Francisco early last spring 


Britt earned the distinction of being 
the first man to beat Young Corbett 
since that terrible little fighter wrest- 
ed the championship frtfm Terry Mo- 
Govern. 
He beat him on a decision at the end 


of twenty rounds and the victory was 
not as clean-cut as many would Ilka 
to see in the defeat of a champion. 
In order to quiet 
all gossip as to 


whether Corbett waa or wafc not en- 
titled to a draw with Britt, the little 
Californlan will 
give 
him another 
chance before he fights another bat- 


This time, he says, there will be no 
doubt of his superiority over the ter- 
rible t>enverite, for he will knock him 
out in less than fifteen rounds. 
Brltt has written an outline of his 


strategy in the coming fight and his 
reasons for believing that he Is th« 
greater than the greatest featherweight 
that ever faced a champion. 


I know that I will knock out Young 


Corbett when we meet again, because 
I would have done It last time If I 
had not broken my arm in the earlier 


I know Corbett and his style of fight- 


ing and I know Just what tactics to 
use to beat him. They are the tactics 
I used in my last fight and with them 
I solved the secret of Corbetfs terrible 
battling. 
Briefly summed up, my strategy In 


my fight with Corbett will be: Do what 
he does, but do it first 
That Is the way I beat him last win- 


ter, and that is the way 1 will do It 
again. 
" I don't want anyone to think that I 
am rating Corbett cheap and expect to 
win in a walk. There is no fighter In 
the world at 130 pounds that Young 
Corbett can not come so close to beat- 
Ing that It will give his backers a 
scare. 
To say what I thick of his fighting 


ability puts me Iti a peculiar position, 
as I beat him once and intend to beat 
him again. But at the risk of appear- 
ing egotistical I will say that Corbett 
Is the greatest fighter at the weight 
that ever lived. 


He Is strong, cool-beaded and brave 
as a lion. He can hit like the drive- 
rod of an engine,'and the only reason

shown my true form here and never 
can unless t get regular work.

.Jack Shepherd was a good 


horse, speedy, and one which 
could 


trot the fifth heat of a race as fast as 
he could the first.

ing at a terrific, speed. Gazotte is quite 
the opposite. 
He goes so easily and

There are a. number of horses at the 


Brenneman stable that are being train- 
ed and there are several men at work 
there. Duilng.the morning hours when 
the trainer Is driving the candidates 
the other men are as a rule busy with 
their work and havp no opportunity to 
go out and time Gazotte or aly of the 
others in their work-outs, but one of 
the men who has for years assisted in 
the care of race horses said: "Gazotte 
is the best three-year-old I ever saw. 
Houston will not tell what he thinks 
that horse can do, but I'll bet a month's 
wages that if he would go .out and 
drive Gazette he could now do a mile 
in less than 2:15. 
I've seen him come 


down that stretch during his hard 
work miles when I'll bet that he did 
the last quarter in 32 seconds. 
If that 


horse keeps on Improving as he has 
done thus far irt his work he will be 
something to reckon on when he starts 
In the Futurity."

INTERESTING FACTS. 


Concerning Personal Property—Would 


Take Much Moving to Lose It All. . 


• Figures do not mean much to most 
persons but on lookjng over the fig- 
ures representing the amount of live 
stock and other personal property in 
the county it is of interest to note the 
magnitude of all. of these possessions. 


For example-there are 14,7*7 horses 
and 7,316 carriages and wagons. If two 
horses were hitched to each vehicle 
there would be enough to go around 
and 155 horses would be left over. If 
the horses were hitched fto the ve- 
hicles and allowing twenty-five feet 
for each team and wagon the whole 
outfit would string .out over a dis- 
tance of 34 miles, almost as far as from 
Decatur to Springfield. If each team 
was driven by one man. and- the 15S 
odd horses were each handled by one 
man it would require, 7430 persons- to get 
this class of property out of the city, or 
about one third jot U»« population of 
th* city. Ihcludmg men, women and 
rttldW 


each vehicle and cne rest' oS the horsei 
and all of the other atfimals marchei 
two .and fwo as th^sy .did of old when 
they went into Noah's ark, and allow- 
ing twenty-five feet .for each team 
and vehicle, twelve feet for' each pair 
of horses and jnules and ton feet for 
each pair of cattle, and three feet for 
each pair of hogs and sheep the whole 
lot of live stock and vehicles in Macon 
county would make 
a line covering 


74.33 miles or a procession extending 
from Decatur half way to St. Louis. 


If the cattle were to be all transport- 
ed out of the city on the railroad it 
would require, according to the regu- 
lation way of putting eighteen head 
in a car, about 1,200 cars or 48 trains 
of twenty-five cars each. 


If all of the sheep in the county were 
sheared at once they would produce 
16 tons of wool and if all the hogs 
were killed they would produce 64 000 
hams, nearly enough to give each per- 
son in'the city three hams. 
If all the power of all, of the horses 


was combined if would run about 1,500 
big automobiles of the style of many 
used In Decatur. 


If all the pianos and organs in the 


county played the same tune for one 
hour they would give forth something 
like 5.000,000 .different notes and if aH 
the watches and clocks were brought 
together and a man was forced to Its- 
ten to them he would soon -be crazy 
for in one hour he would hear 1C,300,- 
000 ticks.
